We are inform:d by a gentleman who left Tarboro’ at
12 o’clock Tuesday, that our forees under eommard of
Genserals Hoxe, Ranson and Krurkr, attacked the
Yankees at Plymouth, N.'C., at daylight ¢n last Mon-
day morping. The fight was still goirg on when our
informagt lcft Tarboro.” 'The report of cernon was
heard up to that time. Oar iron-clad was to have
movel down the Roanoke on Monday, Com. Woopn
commards the iron.clad. It is reporléﬂ Ly parties
from within the enemy’s lincs at Washingto®, 35 miles
South of Plymouth, that the enemy had a 1orce of
about four thousand at Plymouth. There was a re-
port on the streets yesterday that Gen. Hoxz had
been killed in the fight at Plymonth, but this, our 1m-
formant assures us, is without foundation. ‘The resu't
of the battle was not known at Tarboro’ when th: cars
lett on, Tuesday at 12 o’clock.
The whole expedition was under the command of
General Hoxe. _
P.S. From a trustworthy source we gathér the
following additioual news in regard to the fight at Ply-
mouth :—OQar forces under Gien. Hoke have captured
one fort and driven the Yeukee gweboats from Ply-
mouth. The fighting was still going on when cur in-
farmant left.

We koow that our wea are
ready for the iray ;—they are veteransand wil fizht
with the firmnass of veterans. They bave been, many
of them, in a score of battles, and are prepared for
more. As for being “eager,” and “spoiling for a fight”
and £o on, we bardly think that is the case jvith those
who bave scem much service. We have talked with
several who bave done their duty well on many trying
occasiong, and who would not be apywhere but in the
midst of any fight in which their command might be
engaged, ard yet we have scen few or none of those
who had thus been, a8 it were, “through the mill,” who
did not speak thoughtfully and seriously of approach-
ing copflicts, and we have conversed with none irom
Lee's armyewho did not and do not expect That army
to be victorious in any conflict with the ecnemy on Vir-
ginia soil. I.et ws be prepared to sustain reverses—
lor some such we must expect—with firmuoess, and also
to bear ourselves under victory without undue elation-

Vv e have published for several days past, dispatches,
more or less posilive in expression, to the effect that
Commissary Bavks bad sustained a eroshing defeat
near Shreveport, Lonigiana, from Geveral Kirby Smitb,
and that the Red River expedition would 1n couse—
quence be abandoned. The Baltimore (Gazeffe soys
that there is no doubt that the T'ecke and L: Fourche
regions will once more be abandoned to thke Coufeder-
ates. The loss of the enemy is repomted in the last dis-
patcbes received to have teen fourteen thousand.

Ia order that our rcadees may appreciate what the
abandooment of this expedition mears, and the depth
of that humiliation which such a gjgnal defeat involves,
we copy a letter in the St. Lonis Republican, by which
we leurn the immepse preparations made for the move-
ment up the Red River. Tbe easy success of the Yan
kees iu taking Fort De Russy at the outset prepared
.them picely for the finale on Cain Riyer, near Shreve-
port. The following-is the letter :

Ox Boarp Frac Smir Forr De Russey Tuesday,
March 15.—To understand the importance of the great
expedition up the Red River, it is necessary to review
the military situation in the beginning of March.—
Sherman bad retmned to Vicksburg from his grand
but disappointed raid into Mississippi, and instead of
directirg his forces towards Mobile, the point of the
greatest and almost the only position of vital concern
to the rebels, he detached a portion of them to Gen.
Backs’ assistance, who, it appears, had predetermined
on scattering or demolishing the force.in West Louis-
iana.
It is altogether probable that something in the sea-
sons had dictated this choice to Gen. Banks. For ex-
ample, the Red River is ouly bigh enough to be pavi-
gable by the largest vessels during this month and the
next, while the task of taking Mobile is one which
might be undertaken at ary time, though it is unac-
countably strange that it was mot begun in December
iostead of May. :

As is well known, the columns under Gen. Franklin
crossed from New Orleans to Brashear City about*the
18t inet, and thence tock up the line of march along
the bayon Teche, substantially the same rout: pursued
nearly a year ago, via Opelousas to Alexandria. The
forces under Gen. A. J. Bmith, from the department of
the Teonessee, comprising the brigade pnder Gen. F.
R. Smith, Thomas aud Eilet, embarked at Vicksburg
on the 10th, s8d proceeded down to the mouth of Red
River, where they found an immenge ficet of gunboats
ready for the asecent.
The twenty traneports, preceded by the twenty gun-
boats, started from the Missiesippi on the 10th, and
ascended the Red river as far as what is called the Old
river, when we turned it into the Archafalays, instead
of continuing up Red River. We found it, for twelve
miles, a deep and navigable stream.
Touching the naval foree it may be well to remark
that a more formidable {leet was never under a siagle
command than that now on the western river under Ad-

The follo‘ing geographical detail, taken from ibe
Ricbmond Enguzier, will also be acceptable to our
readersein connection with this pews:
‘Shreveport is the capital of Cadde Parish, Louisi-
ana, sitonated near the foot of Caddo Lake, in the north-
western part of the State. It is fioely located for bu-
siness on the Red River, being surrounded by an ex-
ceedingly fertile planting region, abcut thirty igiles be-
low the “great raft.”
Sivee the war Shreveport Lias been an extensive de-
pot for commissary and other stores for the Trans-Mis-
sissippi Confedcrate troops, and up to the time of the
giege of Vicksburg, formed an important link in the
*“ chain of supplies " for our Western army. ‘I'bere is
a military prison there, which has at times contained a
large number of Yankee priconers. It is two hundred
and thirty miles from the mouth of the river.
Alexandria, one hundred and fifty miles from the
mouth, i, we believe, ihe highest point on Red River
ever visited by the enemy before the present expedi-
tion. Kighty miles above is Nachitoctes, an old
French town, settled in 1713.

A correspondent of the Macon Telegraph gives the
following procees for making “Uonfederate sugar.” As
there ia hkely to be a great (nantity of syrup made
from the Chipese suzar cane this year, the mode of con-
verting it into sugar is worthy of being koown :
‘Y'he process is simple and easy, aud plain.
firet place, the cane must not only be ri

and brittleness of its seed, cever being governed by its
general sppearance. It is my opinion that the prime
ceus2 of thin, dark, sour syrup, is owing to the green-
ness of the cane from which it is made.

I'he eane being fully ripe, it is ground and the juice
boiled in the usuul way. After it is put on to boil
some olkali should be udded, either lye, soda or lixe
water, yet I know no special quantity 10 be added. It
makes very well to add a balf pint of lime water occa-
siopally tor three or four times for a kettle sixiy or
eighty gallons, uotil the scam ceases to rise on the top,
wtich should be removed with a straiver as fast as it
rises. All the alkali, of whatever kind, can be added
at once if you choose to do so. The fire should never
be too hot for the first half hour to enable you to
skim well. After that it can be bol:d rapidly
if you choose until it ie ready to take cIl, which
should not be too soon, as thick syrup is mauch
to be preferred, provided you wish to make sugar of it.
whee it has reached the stage ot thick syrup, very litte
more boiling will convert it into sygar, which will
granulate a8 soon a8 it cools. By boiing a little once
or twice and experimenting for sugar, you will nlwaye
know at what stage to remove it from the kettle better
than 1 ean tell you, though I did not make a gingle
farlure. Alfter removing it from the kettle, place it 1o
some vessel a short while until some of ite heat hus lefd
it, and then pour it into your bartels with the hoops a
little loose in order that the molasses may drip from it,
of which there will not be as much as mauy might sup-
pose. Do not etic it alter removiog it from the kegle
as ig the custom, or the grains will be smadli and fige.
